New energy 
plant could 
bring jobs 
to borough 


COUNCIL DEFENDS 


Plaque is 
to honour 
swimming 
golden girl 


A TOTAL of 50 jobs will be 
created with the opening of a 
new waste and energy plant 
in Walsall, under new plans. 

An eight-acre site in 
Bloxwich could be trans¬ 
formed to deal with up to 
300,000 tons of waste at the 
proposed plant on wasteland 
off Fryers Road, in Leamore, 
every year. The waste would 
be sorted and some of it 
turned into ‘green energy’. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted to Walsall Council by 
energy company BH Ener- 
gyGap. 

A string of public consul¬ 
tations have taken place for 
residents in Birchills and 
Leamore. 

Commercial and indus¬ 
trial waste would be taken 
by lorries to the centre, 
which would be called the 
WandE. It would be sorted, 
with some items recycled 
and left over waste turned 
into energy. 

Keith Riley, from BH 
EnergyGap, said: “As the 
cost of waste disposal con¬ 
tinues to rise, there is ever 
more pressure on businesses 
to ensure their waste is 
properly recycled and 
processed and not sent 
directly to landfill. ” 

An application submitted 
to council planners on behalf 
of the applicant says it would 
‘bring back disused indus¬ 
trial land’. 

Councillor Tina Jukes, 
said there has been a mixed 
reaction to the proposals.

WALSALL Council bosses have 
defended their decision to close a 
long-established youth club in 
Aldridge. But they have also decided 
to extend the consultation period after 
an outcry from youngsters and their 
families. 

The council recently confirmed that it would be 
moving youth services from the landmark 
Aldridge Manor House, after decades of as a base 
for youth services, and replace it with a mobile 
‘pop up’ youth scheme. 

Residents have taken to social media to express 
their outrage at the proposals and aired their 
views at a meeting organised by the council. 

Councillor Rachel Andrew, Walsall children’s 
services boss, said: “I realise there has been some 
concern from young people and residents 
about the closure of Aldridge Manor House 
Youth Centre. 

“The suggestions being circulated that 
we’ve failed to properly consult youngsters 
with this decision simply isn’t the case. 

“We’ve been talking to young people who 
actually use the centre for their views on the 
future of youth work provision in the area 
for some time. 

“The provision of youth work at Aldridge 
Manor House is only one part of what Inte¬ 
grated Young People’s Support Service 
(IYPSS) offers and our IYPSS service is just 
one aspect of youth work being provided in 
the area.” 

Many 

“There are many and varied youth activi¬ 
ties being provided by our partners in 
Aldridge and we are committed to ensuring 
these activities continue.” 

The council has already confirmed that 
IYPSS will continue to run from the site 
until the end of the year, after which the 
Grade II listed building will be sold. 

Walsall Council’s deputy leader Council¬ 
lor Adrian Andrew added: “In an ideal 
world, if we were looking to provide a brand 
new youth centre here in Aldridge, it would 
not look like Aldridge Manor House. 

“An older building certainly has its charm 
but it’s very expensive to maintain, there 
are no lifts for disabled users and staff have 
to spend too much time managing the build¬ 
ing rather than working with young people. 

“Whilst the decision to close the building 
has been agreed, there is still a huge amount 
of youth work in Aldridge.” 

The consultation process will now run 
until the end of the year.

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Drink-driver jumped red light as police pursued 


A DRINK-DRIVER led police on a 
four-mile chase through Walsall, 
driving at double the speed limit and 
through red traffic lights, a court 
heard. 

Dominique Haddow was more 
than twice the legal drink-drive 
limit as he raced at up to 60mph, 
with other vehicles forced to veer 
out of his way. 

The 24 year-old had come to the 
attention of police as he travelled 
through Willenhall in a Ford Ka 
which had damage to the rear. He 
failed to stop for officers leading to a 


pursuit before stopping in Lister 
Road, Beechdale. 

The Ka had stopped at traffic 
lights in Clarkes Lane but then went 
through them on red, a hearing at 
Walsall Magistrates Court was told. 
He was doing 55mph in a 30mph 
area. 

Admitted 

He was then clocked doing around 
60mph in Sandbeds Road and in 
Bentley Lane other motorists havd 
to move out of his way. 

Haddow, of Sandwell Street, Cald- 


more, admitted dangerous driving, 
driving otherwise than in accor¬ 
dance with a licence, using a motor 
vehicle without a test certificate, 
without third party insurance and 
when his alcohol level was over the 
limit, on May 11. He recorded 78 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100 mil¬ 
lilitres of breath. The limit is 35. 

Miss Jo Taylor, prosecuting, told 
the court that Haddow overtook 
against on-coming traffic, used the 
wrong side of the road and exceeded 
the speed limit. Other vehicles had 
taken evasive action. 


The court heard that officers 
slowed down at points to prevent the 
risk of an accident but Haddow went 
on the wrong side of the road at 
blind junctions. 

Miss Suki Thumber, defending, 
agreed that ‘the driving itself was 
very dangerous’ and did not argue 
against the case being committed to 
a higher court for sentence. 

Haddow was granted uncondi¬ 
tional bail to appear at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court for sentencing on 
July 9. An interim driving ban was 
issued.

The battle was launched when the future of the town 
centre site was thrown into doubt as part of a council review 
of leisure facilities across the Walsall borough. 


Promise on 
dealing with 
early deaths 
in borough 

ACTION is being taken to 
tackle the number of people 
in Walsall who die early. 

Walsall was ranked 111th 
out of 150 local authorities 
on a new health map last 
week. 

It showed the borough’s 
ranking when it comes to the 
number of people who die an 
early death, which is classed 
as being before the age of 75. 

It rated local authorities 
according to four major 
killers - cancer, heart 
disease and stroke, respira¬ 
tory disease and liver 

While Walsall was 111th 
overall, it was 112th for the 
number of premature 
deaths and 113th due to 
cancer. 

Premature liver disease 
deaths place Walsall 88th 
out of 150 local authorities 
and respiratory disease 
figures show Walsall 92nd. 

Councils took over 
responsibility for public 
health on April 1 this year. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
chairman of the new Walsall 
Health and Wellbeing 
Board, said: “Bringing this 
data and information 
together in one place makes 
it easier for people to access 
and I hope will raise aware¬ 
ness of the challenges that 
we all face. Action is being 


Council bosses have 
admitted that closure is an 
option. But a total of 1,938 
users of the baths have now 
signed a petition calling for 
its future to be safeguarded. 

It was handed in at the 
House of Commons last 
week by Valerie Vaz, MP for 
Walsall South. 

She said: “The strength of 
feeling locally on this issue 
cannot be ignored. 

“Nearly 2,000 users of the 
Gala Baths have made it 
unambiguously clear that 
this unique community 
asset must remain open in 
Walsall town centre.” 

She said the health statis¬ 
tics for the borough made it 
‘vital’ that the local author¬ 
ity encouraged more people 
to take up exercise. 

Diabetes 

“Around 7.7 per cent of 
adults in the borough suffer 
from diabetes, 27.8 per cent 
are classed as obese, only 
21.8 per cent eat healthily 
and only 7.8 per cent exer¬ 
cise enough according to 
Department for Health 
figures,” she said. 

Campaigners have shown 
particular concern for the 
future of the brine pool at 
the Tower Street baths, 
which is the only one of its 
kind in the West Midlands. 
The brine pool water is said 
to have health benefits. 

Two new leisure centres 
are planned for the borough 
- one at Oak Park in Walsall 
Wood and one in Bloxwich. 

Leisure boss Anthony 
Harris stressed no decisions 
had been made about the 
future of the Gala Baths. 

“We are reviewing the 
entire leisure provision in 
the borough,” he said.

MOTORISTS will be 
banned from parking in a 
street near a Walsall super¬ 
market under a blitz being 
launched after complaints 
about cars clogging the 
street. 

Signs publicising a ban on 
vehicles parking in Wise- 
more, where many leave 
vehicles all day for free, are 
being installed after scores 
of people complained of 
double parking near to the 
town’s Tesco store. 

Those who flout the 
restrictions will face 
enforcement action from 
Walsall Council, after they 
consulted with Tesco bosses. 

The cash-strapped council 
has missed out on revenue 
because of drivers snubbing 
car parks in favour of free 
on-street parking in residen¬ 
tial areas. 

But cars lining the streets 
are making it difficult for 
other vehicles to get by. 
Tesco has a 750-space car 
park which is free to use for 
up to two hours.

Murder denied 

A MAN has denied murder¬ 
ing his mother in Walsall. 

Ian Henderson, 61, of 
Stephenson Avenue, is 
charged with killing 86- 
year-old Lilian at their home 
on Beechdale estate. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court he pleaded not guilty 
to murder. The case was 
adjourned and a trial is due 
to take place in November.

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Man jailed 
over fake 
£20 note 
for drink 

A MAN has been jailed after 
trying to use fake £20 notes 
in a Walsall nightclub. 

Wayne Irvine had around 
£300 of the phoney money 
when he went to WS1 in 
Bridge Street, in the early 
hours, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 38-year-old father-of- 
three from Wolverhampton 
tried to use one of the notes 
to buy a drink, Mr 
Mohammed Jafeez, prose¬ 
cuting, said. But the bar 
assistant suspected it was 
not genuine and her fears 
were confirmed. Police were 
alerted and Irvine was 
arrested. He was found to 
have 19 of the fake notes. 

Irvine, a building worker 
of previous good character, 
had denied possessing coun¬ 
terfeit currency with intent 
but was convicted by a jury 
after an earlier trial before 
being remanded for report. 

He was arrested 15 
minutes minutes after the 
detention of 23-year-old 
James Boylan, who had tried 
to use another bogus £20 
note to buy a drink in the 
same club, the court heard. 

ACCTV recording at WS1 
during the run-up to the 
offences showed ‘some com¬ 
munication between the two 
men while they were stand¬ 
ing close together,’ Mr 
Jafeez added. 

Irvine, of Walls Street, 
East Park, was jailed for 12 
months by Judge Michael 
Dudley, who said: “The pos¬ 
session of, or passing off, of 
counterfeit currency is 
always regarded as a very 
serious offence because it 
strikes at the root of the 
monetary system.” 

Father-of-two Boylan, a 
loader from Fourth Avenue, 
Brownhills, pleaded guilty 
to having four of the fake 
notes. He was told by Judge 
Dudley: “Because of your 
plea and the limited number 
of notes involved I am just 
able to suspend your sen¬ 
tence.” Boylan received a 10- 
month jail term suspended 
for two years and was 
ordered to do 120 hours’ 
unpaid work with £800 
costs.

Teenagers sentenced for towpatn attacks 


A GANG of youths launched two vicious 
unprovoked attacks, leaving their victims 
battered and bruised on a canal towpath. 

One of the youths, aged 16 at the time, 
attacked a cyclist by the Wyrley and Essing- 
ton Canal near Willenhall Lane in Walsall. 
The other three, two aged 16 and one aged 
14, assaulted a group fishing by the canal. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
both attacks happened last August and that 
both had left their victims with injuries. 

Prosecuting, John Evans said the first 
was an attack on the 30-year-old cyclist and 


saw him kicked and punched by the youth, 
as well as nine others with him. It was only 
the approach of another man and his girl¬ 
friend that stopped the beating, leaving the 
victim with a broken jaw. 

Family 

The second attack, about two hours later, 
saw the other three youths approach a group 
of family and friends who were fishing. The 
attack saw the three set upon a boy, punch¬ 
ing and kicking him. Two of the teens then 
attacked a second boy, punching him twice 


in the face. A woman was also punched in 
the face as one of the boys, from Wednes- 
bury, waved an imitation handgun. 

The youngest youth, from Walsall, had 
robbed a 16-year-old boy of a mobile phone 
in February and a second teenager had hit 
the victim with a bottle. All have previous 
convictions, many for violence. 

One boy, now 17 and who lives in Willen¬ 
hall, pleaded guilty to assault causing actual 
bodily harm and a second 17-year-old, who 
has no fixed address, admitted two assaults 
causing actual bodily harm. Both were sen¬ 


tenced to a 12-month supervision order with 
supervision and surveillance and a three- 
month curfew. 

A second boy admitted possession of an 
imitation firearm with intent to cause fear 
and two assaults causing actual bodily 
harm. He was sentenced to a 10-month 
detention and training order. 

The youngest boy, now aged 15, admitted 
actual bodily harm, assault and robbery. He 
was sentenced to supervision for 24 months 
and supervision. 


Abusive church menace 
given a five-year Asbo 


A SERIAL menace who terrorised weddings 
and funerals in Walsall has been given a five- 
year anti-social behaviour order. 

Gary William Adams, aged 55, disrupted services and 
meetings at St Matthew’s Church and at St Jude’s in 
Chuckery, Walsall Magistrates’ Court heard. 

The defendant, who failed to turn up at court, has abused 
passers-by and homeowners in and around the town for the 
past seven years - including refusing to move from people’s 
front doorways and drives. He has now been barred from 
entering the grounds and buildings of the two churches and 
ordered not to be abusive to clergy and churchgoers. 

The court heard that on one occasion he turned up to St

Mr Paul Green, prosecut¬ 
ing for Walsall Council, 
applied for the Asbo after 
receiving numerous com¬ 
plaints from the churches, 
homeowners, as well as the 
public. 

Mr Sarbjit Singh Lalli, 
defending, said Adams suf¬ 
fered from an alcohol 
problem. 

Imposing a five-year Asbo, 
Mr Morris warned that if the 
defendant was to breach the 
order he was likely to face a 
prison term. He was also 
ordered to pay £150 towards 
the prosecution costs.

Father grabbed worker by the throat 


A FATHER who grabbed a worker 
by the throat and smashed a window 
of a Willenhall business with an axe 
has been given a suspended prison 
sentence. 

Ben Mansell had been involved in 
a dispute about a payment for metal 
taken to Autobits scrapyard. 

The 23-year-old grabbed Phillip 
Smith by the throat and smashed 
the window of the firm in Clarkes 
Lane, Walsall Magistrates Court 


was told. Mansell of Walker Road, 
Blakenall, was given a four-and-a- 
half month prison term, suspended 
for a year. 

He was also ordered to pay £100 
compensation to Mr Smith who had 
been left struggling to breathe. It 
happened at around 5.30pm on April 
25 this year. 

Mansell had admitted assault, 
criminal damage and possession of 
an offensive weapon at a previous 


hearing. Miss Jo Taylor, prosecut¬ 
ing, said there had been a mistake 
over payment which led to the con¬ 
frontation. She said Mansell became 
aggressive and despite attempts to 
calm him down he continued saying 
‘give me the money’. 

He grabbed the axe which was 
kept in the van and began waving it 
around, claiming he would burn the 
lace down, the court heard. Miss 
arb Sehmi, defending, said Mansell 


had admitted the charges at the first 
opportunity. Mansell was sentenced 
to an 18 week suspended jail term 
for possession of an offensive 
weapon and a similar sentence for 
assault. He was also ordered to serve 
eight weeks for criminal damage. 
They were all to run concurrently 
and suspended for 12 months. 

Along with the compensation he 
was ordered to pay costs of £85 and 
£80 victim surcharge. 


Hundreds of pupils are 
not getting free meals 


HUNDREDS of pupils in Walsall could be 
missing out on free school meals, according 
to latest figures released. 

A total of 4,250 children in Walsall North are eligible for 
free meals - but 288 of these are not taking up the offer. 

Now, David Winnick, MP for Walsall North, is calling for 
action to make sure children in the borough’s poorer fami¬ 


lies get the help they need. 

Walsall Council, who pro¬ 
vided the figures, said they 
are taking steps to try to 
increase the uptake of free 
school meals. 

Free school meals are 
given to families where at 
least one of the parents is 
receiving certain benefits. 

Mr Winnick said: “It is 
certainly to be hoped that 
children eligible for free 
school meals in my con¬ 
stituency will actually 
receive the meals, since 
clearly the system is to 
provide this free. 

Outlined 

“It is most important that 
such meals should be pro¬ 
vided, rather than the chil¬ 
dren perhaps going out and 
getting chips.” 

The Children’s Society 
has also launched a cam¬ 
paign to urge local authori¬ 
ties to make sure steps are 
taken to make sure those 
entitled to free school meals 
have them. 

In a letter to Mr Winnick, 
the director of children’s 
services at Walsall Council 
Rose Collinson said the 
importance of free school 
meals was recognised.

She outlined action being 
taken to try to up the 
figures. 

Advice surgeries have 
been held in children’s 
centres across the borough 
and promoting free school 
meals on board the council’s 
First Stop Express. 

She added officers had 
visited schools to explain 
how the free school meals 
initiative works and pro¬ 
vided a list of children enti¬ 
tled to the offer. 

She added: “A number of 
schools have been identified 
whose take up could be 
improved and we are intend¬ 
ing to ask whether they 
would like us to attend 
parent evenings.” 

It comes after it was 
revealed plans to slash 
school meal charges in 
Walsall were scrapped. 

Under proposals costing 
up to £12 million, Walsall 
Council was considering free 
school meals or reducing 
prices to £1. 

But the recommendation 
put forward by a working 
group has decided it is no 
longer being pursued. 


Reshuffle after death 


CHANGES have been announced to Walsall Council’s deci¬ 
sion-making cabinet following the death of Councillor Tom 
Ansell. Regeneration chief Adrian Andrew will take respon¬ 
sibility for transport, while Councillor Mohammed Arif will 
take over the environment portfolio. 

Councillor Chris Towe will become portfolio holder for 
resources and will add business support services, previously 
looked after by Mr Arif, to his finance and personnel respon¬ 
sibilities. It comes after long-serving councillor Ansell died 
on June 1 after a short illness. Tributes have flooded in to 
the father-of-two, who served the Aldridge Central and 
South ward for more than 25 years.

Jobless tally 
shows a fall 

THE number of people 
claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance in Walsall fell last 
month. 

The total claiming bene¬ 
fits was down 255 to 9,895 in 
May, 5.9 per cent of the 
working population. In the 
West Midlands the total 
dropped 1,953 to 106,640, or 
6.1 per cent. 

Nationally unemploy¬ 
ment fell by 5,000 to 2.5 
million and the numbers 
claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance came down by 
8,600 last month to 1.5 
million. 

A record 29.7 million 
people are in work after a 
rise of 24,000 in recent 
months. The Office for 
National Statistics figures 
also showed just over one 
million over the age of 65 are 
in work.

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Union will be 
work to save 
health jobs 

UNION bosses have pledged 
to work with managers to 
save as many jobs as possible 
after it emerged almost 300 
health posts in Walsall are 
facing the axe over five 
years. 

Unison blamed the Gov¬ 
ernment for the cuts at 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, where bosses need to 
make savings averaging 
more than £11 million a 
year. 

The equivalent of293 full¬ 
time posts are expected to be 
lost by the financial year 
2017/18, according to a 
strategy produced by the 
trust. 

Unison has vowed to work 
with management to save as 
many jobs as possible. 

Tracy Wood, regional 
organiser for Unison, said: 
“Industrial relations at 
Walsall NHS hospital work 
extremely well and we will 
work with management to 
preserve as many jobs in the 
future as possible. We are 
saddened the Government 
has decided to cut funding to 
the hospital of around £10 
million, which will of course 
affect vital services provided 
to the residents of Walsall.”

A VETERAN Black Country 
councillor and fire authority 
member was due to be given 
a guard of honour by West 
Midlands Fire Service at his 
funeral, held on what would 
have been his 76th birthday. 

Dudley Councillor George

Tommy's fight for vaccine picks up pace

A CAMPAIGN led by a youngster from Walsall, 
which aims to pressurise the Government into 
making the lifesaving Meningitis B vaccine avail¬ 
able to all children on the NHS, is gathering pace 
ith hundreds of signatures collected. 

Tommy Brown, now aged 19 months, was struck 
down by meningitis when he was five months old. 
But he managed to beat the odds after doctors said 
he only had a five per cent chance of survival. 

The youngster had contracted meningococcal 
septicaemia and doctors were forced to amputate 
both his lower legs, his right hand and some of the 
fingers on his left hand. 

He became the face of Meningitis UK and Menin¬ 
gitis Trust’s Beat it Now campaign when it 


launched this month and his parents Julie Tuckley, 
aged 37, and Dean Brown, 27, are passionoate sup¬ 
porters of the campaign for a vaccine to save lives. 

Mr Brown, of Lister Close, Beechdale, said the 
national roadshow was still ongoingbut the family 
have already collected hundreds of signatures in 
Walsall alone. 

Petitions 

He said: “We’ve got petitions in shops and pubs. 
They are fillingup quite fast. We’ve also been on TV 
talking about the campaign.” 

The family launched the campaign and started 
collecting signatures on a petition at Crown Wharf 
Shopping Park in Walsall. The campaign and peti¬ 


tion aims to lobby the Government to put the life¬ 
saving new Meningitis B vaccine, Bexsero, into the 
childhood immunisation schedule as soon as possi¬ 
ble. Developed by pharmaceutical giant Novartis, 
Bexsero is the first Meningitis B vaccine to be 
licensed for use in the UK. 

It has been seen as a significant scientific leap 
forward and studies show it should protect against 
73 per cent of Meningitis B strains in the UK. 

Tommy also needed skin grafts and has recently 
been attempting to walk in his new prosthetic legs. 

His parents first noticed something was wrong 
when his temperature rocketed to almost 40C 
(104F) and shortly afterwards had a purple rash 
across his body. 


Sob story conman will 
have to pay his victims 



Fraudster Gulfaham Akhtar 


A DOORSTEP conman who tricked 28 victims 
across the Black Country into handing over 
thousands of pounds has been ordered by a 
court to repay his victims. 

Gulfaham Akhtar called at addresses in Walsall, 
Sandwell, Birmingham and Wolverhampton, claiming he 
needed to sell his dead father’s car because it reminded his 
seriously ill mother of her 
loss. But after handing over 
deposits and accompanying 
him to Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal, the buyers would dis¬ 
cover the trickster had 
disappeared with their cash. 

His victims, aged 51 to 79, 
handed over up to £500 each. 

The 43-year-old fraudster 
blamed his crimes on his 
gambling addiction, saying 
he needed to pay debts. 

Recognised 

He was brought to justice 
after being tracked through 
a Wolverhampton housing 
estate by a member of the 
public who recognised him 
from an appeal in the media. 

The man relayed Akhtar’s 
movements to police and 
officers arrived on the scene 
to arrest him. 

Akhtar, from Reedswood 
Gardens, was ordered to pay 
£7,070 compensation when 
he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. He was 
given an 18-month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence and 
12-month supervision order. 

Pc Joel Haden, from 
Bloxwich police station, 
said: “I am pleased that the 
man has been ordered to pay 
his victims back the cash he 
conned from them. The man 
manipulated well-meaning 
members of the public who 
fell for his sob story.” 

He was sentenced after 
pleading guilty to five counts 
of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion at an earlier hearing. 

He had also also asked for 
a further 23 to be taken into 
consideration.

Maybe what we need is a spot 
of rebranding, you know a new 
name. Something like Britain 
Used To Have Talent. That 
should do the trick.

finds out why they do it 

YVONNE Smart, and Cathy 
Glear are familiar faces at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
and are a friendly sight for 
patients and staff who look 
forward to their visits. 

The sisters run a stall in the entrance 
of the hospital once a month, selling blan¬ 
kets, baby clothes, scarves, shawls and 
other garments they have knitted or cro¬ 
cheted. 

All the money they raise goes towards 
Midlands Air Ambulance and since 2009, 
the two have collected a staggering 
£37,000. 

“Our passion for knitting all began 
when we were little girls. We would watch 
Blue Peter on the TV and there would be 
someone knitting,” says Mrs Smart, from 
Kingswinford. 

Wrap 

“Our mother taught us how to do it 
properly and since then we haven’t 
stopped. Cathy and I have always enjoyed 
arts and crafts and were always doing 
something to keep ourselves busy when 
we were younger. 

“But knitting and crochet is what we 
do best and over the years we have made 
hundreds of things from blankets to baby 
clothes. 

“At Russells Hall there is a maternity 
ward and new mothers love to come and 
see what we are selling for them to wrap 
their newborn babies in.” 

Mrs Smart, aged 55, used to work in a 
shop but now spends as much time as pos¬ 
sible knitting garments for family and 
friends as well as the stall. 

Her 59-year-old sister, from Nether- 
ton, who works as a foster mother, uses 
any free time she has to teach the craft to 
the children in her care. Mrs Smart says: 


“We rarely have any spare time because 
we are both always really busy, but 
when we do you can bet that we will be 
holding a pair of knitting needles. ” 

“It is really simple to learn how to 
knit and once you’ve mastered it, it’s 
like riding a bike, you never forget. 

“I think knitting is becoming even 
more popular now and a number of 
celebrities have also started to take it 
up, including Geri Halliwell, Russell 
Crowe and the Duchess of Cambridge. 

“It just goes to show that you can be 
any age and still enjoy it and make a 


truly unique garment.” The rise of the 
internet and the increasing popularity 
of YouTube has meant it is much easier 
for people to learn how to knit. 

And according to figures from the UK 
Hand Knitting Association, around four 
million women and almost half a million 
men have an interest in knitting and 
want to learn the craft. 

“We have people come to us and ask us 
for tips. Cathy and I have both helped 
lots of people learn to knit over the 
years. I think it is very therapeutic,” 
says Mrs Smart. “It is very satisfying 


being able to make something from 
scratch that will be made of good strong 
quality and will last for years. 

“Just knowing that there is nothing on 
the high street that looks remotely 
similar is fantastic. 

“My favourite thing to make is scarves 
and I am about to start making some for 
Christmas. Scarves aren’t too difficult 
and you can use wild and wacky patterns 
for a bold effect. 

“Cathy has made scarves with little 
pockets for some of her foster children 
and we have made lots of pretty things in 
the past for peoples birthdays. 

“We have got a fantastic backing from 
our family and lots of people tell us how 
wonderful our creations are which is 
lovely to hear.” 

Because of the high demand for their 
products, the sisters are running out of 
wool and are desperately appealing for 
more. 

Wool 

A team of 23 volunteers helps them to 
knit and sell their products at the hospi¬ 
tal in aid of Midlands Air Ambulance and 
the two are now also making a plea to the 
public to donate any unwanted craft 
items, such as beads, buttons, broken 
jewellery and unwanted gifts. 

“We always need wool and unwanted 
items so if any members of the public 
have any to give to us then we would be 
more than grateful,” says Mrs Smart. 

“We are truly passionate about the 
Midlands Air Ambulance Charity and 
really enjoy knitting, so we thought 
selling our knitted goods was the perfect 
way to fundraise for the service. 

“We support the Air Ambulance 
because it is a marvellous charity that 
receives no government funding and 
relies completely on public support. 

“If people could help us to continue to 
support them by donating that would 
mean a lot to us.”

Sorry to see school go 


IT IS good to finally see the derelict 
site, once occupied by Redhouse 
School, being transformed with the 
construction of much needed housing 
on Willow Croft in Aldridge. 

I cannot however but reflect with 
sadness at the loss of what I feel was a 
much-needed school resource within 
Aldridge. 

I remember the good times when for 
over 40 years Redhouse School was a 
busy bustling school at the heart of the 
community. 

Whilst there were those in the area 
who constantly sought to knock - 
unfairly in my opinion - Redhouse and 
its pupils, I can only say that my four 


children attended the school, went on 
to Aldridge School and then found jobs 
after successfully completing their 
degrees. 

Ultimately though, despite every 
effort, permitted within the rules in 
place at the time, by some parents, 
teachers and supporters, the confi¬ 
dence of a significant number of 
parents and the community was lost. 
So it was not possible to save the school 
from closure. 

It meant that local children then had 
to - and continue to have to - travel 
quite a distance to other schools. This 
is easy if you are lucky enough to have 
a car to transport them in, but very 


tough on a good number of parents who 
are reliant on buses. 

I don’t know the present situation in 
Aldridge with regard to any shortfall in 
numbers of nursery and primary 
school places, although I have heard 
stories that other schools in area are 
over subscribed. 

For me, I still feel the closure of Red¬ 
house School ripped the heart out of 
the community and was shortsighted. 
It is a source of sorrow that more could 
not be done at the time to prevent it 
from closing.

A FATHER from Bloxwich 
whose son was born three 
months prematurely is raising 
money as a thank you to the 
hospital that saved his life. 

Tiny Ewan Brotherton weighed just

weeks in the neonatal unit and, five 
months later, he is fully fit. 

Ewan’s father Shane completed the 
Great Midlands Fun Run in Sutton 
Coldfield. The 29-year-old clocked a 
time of one hour 16 minutes over the 
8.5 mile run, while his cousin Craig 
Shein, also running for the hospital, 
finished in one hour 14 minutes. 


Mr Brotherton, of Lower Farm, 
Bloxwich, was full of praise for the hos¬ 
pital staff who helped save his baby 
son. 

He said: “Ewan was born at 27 weeks 
and the staff at the hospital were 
amazing. They basically saved his life 
and we possibly could not thank them 
enough. 

Pub 

“Ewan was in there for the first 
seven weeks of his life. They did so 
much for him and us.” 

Mr Brotherton and Mr Shein, 32, 
both work at the One Man and His Dog 
pub in Bloxwich. 

The pair have already raised more 


than £400 and are aiming to hit the 
£500 mark for the good cause. 

Mr Brotherton said both his partner 
Jill-Marie Powell, 29, and Ewan were 
doing well. 

“Ewan had some bleeding on the 
brain and problems with his lungs but 
he is a happy and healthy child. 

“His mum recovered well and we just 
wanted to do something to show our 
appreciation for the hospital. 

“We are a close family and me and 
Craig decided to do the run together. 
We have been training for weeks. 

“We’re looking at keeping up the 
running and may attempt a half 
marathon next year.”

A DOCTORS’ surgery for up 
to 3,000 patients will open in 
Bloxwich after receiving the 
go-ahead from planners. 

The two-storey building 
and a pharmacy will be built 
in Fisher Road and replace a 
temporary surgery which 
opened last year. 

It comes after the Abbey 
Square Centre, which previ¬ 
ously served the Mossley 
estate, was forced to move 
when the lease on the build¬ 
ing expired several years 
ago. 

Contract 

Lichfield Street Surgery 
was awarded the contract by 
Walsall Primary Care Trust 
to provide services at 
Mossley estate. The plans 
have now been granted per¬ 
mission by Walsall Council 
under delegated powers. 

Councillor Fred Westley 
said: “I am totally in favour 
of the new building. We have 
campaigned to keep facili¬ 
ties in Bloxwich West. 

“It will be of benefit for 
the people of Bloxwich West 
and they won’t need to go to 
the Pinfold centre. 

“It is going to be a lot 
easier for patients. 

“I am hoping by 2014 it 
will be up and running.” 

The new surgery will 
include GP and nurse con¬ 
sulting rooms, a reception 
and waiting area, toilets and 
changing rooms at ground 
floor level. On the first floor 
level, there will be a staff 
room, kitchen, staff meeting 
rooms and toilets.

Upheaval 

“I am demanding an 
urgent meeting with 
Network Rail and council 
officers to ensure that 
Bloxwich residents do not 
suffer unnecessarily during 
this scheme. They have been 
consulting about the closure 
of the level crossing for a long 
time, so why couldn’t they 
tell us about the bridge and 
the upheaval it will cause.” 


The project to replace the 
bridge is due to begin in 
October and construction 
will continue for more than a 
year as part of the electrifi¬ 
cation of the line through 
Bloxwich, which will also see 
closure of the crossing. 

The councillor has also 
called for a temporary foot¬ 
bridge over the railway line 
during the construction 
work. 

Councillor Harrison 
added: “I will be launching a 
petition to ensure that all 
parties understand what 
local people want. 

“I would urge residents to 
get in touch with me so that 
I can pass on concerns to the 
council and Network Rail.”

Plan to expand 
medical centre 


A MEDICAL centre which 
serves almost 12,000 
patients in Walsall looks 
likely to expand with a new 
operations suite and bigger 
pharmacy. 

Rushall Medical Centre is 
to create extra space which 
will ease the pressure that is 
put on Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal, which has been dealing 
with an increasing number 
of patients.

Philip Goode, agent on 
behalf of the applicants, said: 
“Rushall Medical Centre 
caters for the primary 
healthcare needs of just 
under 12,000 patients. 

“Government policy 
favours increasing at a local 
level the services available to 
patients in GP surgeries in 
order to relieve the pressure 
on the present hospital acute 
services. 

The plans are due to be 
considered by the council in 
the coming months. 


Coroner rules 
ancient coins 
haul treasure

A HAUL of Roman coins and medieval acces¬ 
sories discovered in Staffordshire, some 
dating back more than 2,000 years, have been 
declared as treasure. 

A total of 47 ancient items, including royal family memo¬ 
rabilia cufflinks, were unearthed in five separate locations. 

Inquests were held in Cannock last Thursday (June 13), 
over the finds which include 44 coins, part of a Medieval 
ring, part of a silver cufflink and an earscoop which doubled 
up as a toothpick. 

South Staffordshire Coroner Andrew Haigh ruled all of 
the findings were treasure and they will now all be sent off 
by the British Museum in London to be valued. 

Cufflink 


Some 11 Roman coins were found in Wheaton Aston in 
2011 by metal detecting enthusiast Peter Lyons. Another 25 
silver coins were unearthed in Church Eaton by Gary 
Austin and his two friends Phil and Chris Edwards. 

Parts of a silver cufflink were discovered in Hamstall 
Ridware, near Rugeley. Teresa Gilmore, finance and liaison 
officer based at Birmingham Museums, said they would 
have been produced to celebrate the wedding of Charles II 
and Catherine of Braganza in 1662. 

An oval silver ring engraved with the word Jerusalem, 
found near Uttoxeter and a medieval silver earscoop and 
toothpick, found in Mavesyn Ridware, near Rugeley, both 
date back to the 13th century. 

It comes four years after The Staffordshire Hoard, the 
biggest haul of Anglo Saxon gold ever found, was unearthed 
in a field in the village of Hammerwich.

Restrictions 
on overseas 
students is 
major blow 


A CRACKDOWN on the number of students 
coming to Britain from overseas is losing the 
Black Country £5 million to £10m a year, 
claims a Sandwell MP. 

Adrian Bailey said immigration rules governing the 
rights of students to be in Britain meant that 500 fewer stu¬ 


dents a year were coming to 
the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton from India and Sri 
Lanka than the uni, which 
has bases in Wolverhampton 
and Walsall, could accommo¬ 
date. 

Foreign students pay 
around £10,000 a year for 
their education and also 
spend money with shops, 
businesses and landlords 
while they are here, Mr 
Bailey told a group of MPs 
during a debate he organ¬ 
ised in the House of 
Commons. 

Curb 

It comes as the Govern¬ 
ment wants to curb the 
number of visas issued, in a 
bid to tackle the people who 
claim to be coming to study 
but are actually using that 
status as a back door into 
Britain. 

The number of students 
who are coming to the UK 
from overseas fell by around 
40,000 last year. 

Mr Bailey, MP for West

Bromwich West, said: “Uni¬ 
versities are struggling for 
finance. They recognise that 
in these hard times they 
cannot be exempt. 

“Recruitment of interna¬ 
tional students presents an 
opportunity for them to 
bring in extra money that 
unfortunately they cannot 
get from the Government 
because of the current finan¬ 
cial problems. 

“My local university, 
Wolverhampton, currently 
recruits 800 international 
students each year, but it 
estimates that with a fair 
and consistent visa process 
it could take another 500 a 
year from India and Sri 
Lanka alone. 

“If they contribute 
£10,000 a year, which is a 
fairly minimal estimate, 
that would amount to £5 
million more a year going 
into the local university and, 
above all, into the Black 
Country economy.”

A resurgent Murray 
aims to make history 


I t’s the last week in June, so that 
can mean only one thing - that’s 
right, the start of Wimbledon 
fortnight. 

It’s also, of course, the time when 
tennis fans eat copious amounts of 
strawberries and cream while 
enduring unseasonably bad weather 
and doing lots of cheering on 
Henman Hill, just as the light begins 
to fail... 

Once again, Brits everywhere will 
be keeping their fingers crossed that 
we’ll be celebrating the first home¬ 
grown winner of the men’s 
tournament since the mighty Fred 
Perry lifted the famous trophy for the 
third and final time in 1936. 

Andy Murray has as good a 
chance as anybody of being crowned 
champion this year, having come so 
close in 2012. However, he isn’t the 
kind of character to let the hopes of 
a nation weigh too heavily on his 
muscular shoulders. 

In the past he’s been described as 
dour and even bad-tempered; but the 
emotional speech he made after 
losing to Roger Federer in four nail- 
biting sets helped to improve his 


What Murray also has, which 
some previous British number ones 
have lacked, is the will to win at all 
costs. Having won a Grand Slam 
(the 2012 US Open) and the gold 
medal in the men’s singles at the 
Olympics, he now knows what it 
takes to triumph in major 
championships - which means he’s 
better equipped to go one step 
further this time around. 

One man who knows a lot about 
carrying the expectation of an entire 
country is Tim Henman, who claims 
he didn’t really mind the pressure. 

“I never had a problem with it 
because I never really felt like there 
was any pressure,” says Tiger Tim. 
“My attitude was that it had been my 
dream to play at Wimbledon on 
Centre Court. I played a lot of my 
best tennis and got a lot of my best 
results out there. 

‘At the end of the day it’s slightly 
selfish, but I was going on the court 
to play for myself, I wasn’t playing for 
anybody else and I think that’s the 
right approach to have. I look at the 


way that Murray’s played and I think 
he has a similar attitude because 
he’s also played some of his best 
tennis there. 

“There’s a psychology to it and you 
want to make sure you’re 
concentrating on the right things.” 

Henman also can’t wait for this 
year’s tournament, during which he’ll 
be part of the BBC’s commentary 
team once again. 

“Even though I don’t play any 
more it’s still my favourite time 
of the year and I love getting 
involved with the commentary,” he 
explains. “It’s the same every time 
I walk in through the gates at 
Wimbledon - I still get that special 
feeling of being at the biggest and 
best place in tennis and that will 
never change.” 

Can Murray do it? Let’s hope so. 
But even if he doesn’t, we’re still 
promised a two-week feast of tennis, 
courtesy of Tim and his colleagues 
Sue Barker, John McEnroe, Boris 
Becker, Tracy Austin, Lindsay 
Davenport, Virginia Wade, Pat Cash, 
Martina Navratilova and Anne 
Keothavong.

Model benefits 
from redesign 


IF THE car you are looking for needs to be 
dependable, secure, safe, and perhaps not 
too exciting the market place is quite wide 
and varied, but one manufacturer that always 
comes out in the top choice factor is Toyota, 
one of the world’s largest car makers. 

Toyota have recently introduced the next generation of 
the Auris, this benefits from an all-new exterior design. 

I like the factor that Toyota has followed other manufac¬ 
turers of giving their frontal design a corporate look; they 
call it the Toyota family face. 

I just like it when you instantly know who has manufac¬ 
tured a car, has its own heritage, its own DNA, and I really 
do like this feature that the _ 



The new-look Auris has retained all that is good from Toyota in safety and reliability 


Auris knows who has manu¬ 
factured it. 

The overall length has 
been extended just slightly 
but the wheelbase remains 
the same, a slight extension 
of length will relate to a little 
more interior space 
although that having been 
said the new model has been 
reduced in height by 55mms 
and this sometimes can be a 
worry if the interior head- 
room has been reduced, but I 
am glad to say this is not the 
case. 

The design people at 
Toyota have been working 
hard on the Auris, they 
worked hard on losing 
weight, the chassis design, 
the packaging and the 
engine configurations. 

Exopenditure 

All this gives a vehicle 
that has a better level of 
equipment and is now 
cheaper to run than ever 
before. 

The aerodynamics have 
made quite impressive 
savings in respect of running 
costs and in addition engine 
tweaks and adjustments 
have improved fuel con¬ 
sumptions and reduced C02 
emissions considerably, thus 
bringing down running and 
ownership costs. 

The Auris is available 
with multi-choices in 
respect of the power trains; 
you can go for the full hybrid mirrors ■ 
or a choice of two petrols or 
one diesel. 

Hybrid has progressed 
quite considerably from 
being a niche market to a 
very important factor. The 
jury is still out in respect of 
hybrids, I believe the tech¬ 
nological advancement in 
conventional engines has 
seen such strides as the 
expenditure and long term 
ownership worries of a 
hybrid are not sufficient for 
me to actually consider. 

The 2 petrols are a 1.3- 
litre producing 98 bhp, and a 
1.6-litre producing 130bhp, 
this was the engine that was 
fitted in to my particular test 
car, with a 6-speed gearbox 
which it is pleasing to report 
that you can use all of the 6 
gears as opposed to some 
vehicles that I have driven 
whereby 5th and 6th are 
pure motorway. 

It is possible for your 
Auris to be supplied with a 
1.4-litre diesel producing 89 
bhp, where the diesel scores 
heavily is in the fuel con¬ 
sumption figures. 

Toyota suggest a com¬ 
bined figure of 74 mpg could 
be achievable but let’s 
reduce that considerably to

real world figures and you 
should be able to achieve 50 
mpg and in all probability 45 
from the smaller 1.3-litre 
petrol. My 1.6-litre 
rewarded me with 42 mpg 
whilst it was in my company. 

Toyota have taken the 
step of changing the way 
they describe their vehicles 
and now you can buy an 
Active, Icon, Sport or an 
Excel. 

The standard features on 
all versions include 7 air 
bags, air conditioning, 
follow me home headlights, 
they also benefit from hill 
start assist, a vehicle stabil¬ 
ity programme system and 
LED daytime running head¬ 
lamps. 

All manufacturers have 
extras list and the optional 
Toyota Touch and Go multi- 
media system with a full 
map navigation system was 
fitted in to my vehicle, and 
for once it was one of the 
most user friendly satellite 
navigation and Bluetooth 
methods I have used. 

Automatic 

Even the entry level 
Active benefits from auto¬ 
matic air-conditioning and 
electric windows and 


The Auris is a pleasant 
vehicle to be ensconced in for 
any length of time, the all 
important head and shoul¬ 
der room box for driver and 
front passenger was ticked 
without any problems and 
the rear seats could accom¬ 
modate 2 adults certainly, 3 
children quite easily, 3 
adults with a squash. 

The boot was more than 
adequate for the luggage for 
4 people. 

I did like on my derivative 
the parking assist system, a 
rear view camera and front 
and rear parking sensors. 

Servicing 

The on road price is 
£17,495 on to that you 
needed to add £450 for 
metallic paint and on my 
vehicle the touch and go nav¬ 
igation system increased the 
price by £650.

Roy leaving Saddlers 
with just one regret 


After nearly 60 years of support and 
service to Walsall, Roy Whalley has 
left his full-time role with one regret. 
He reveals all to MATT MAHER 


STUNNING promotions, last-day 
relegations, play-off joy and cup 
despair, if it’s happened in foot¬ 
ball you can bet Roy Whalley has 
seen it - except his beloved 
Walsall at Wembley that is. 

Spend any time with the Saddlers’ stal¬ 
wart and you can’t fail to become engrossed 
in footballing tales of the sublime and 
ridiculous which date back almost six 
decades. 

But Whalley, who recently called time on 
his full-time role at the club when he 
stepped down as commercial director, says 
the fact he has never seen the Saddlers at 
Wembley remains a constant source of frus¬ 
tration. 

Under Ray Graydon, Walsall reached the 
2001 Division Two play-off final where they 
beat Reading, but by twist of fate the game 
was played at Cardiff’s Millenium Stadium 
as Wembley was being rebuilt. 

Wonderful 

“It was a wonderful day at Cardiff, a won¬ 
derful experience and I’m not knocking it,” 
says Whalley 

“But one of my great desires is to see 
Walsall play at Wembley. We lost to 
Bournemouth and Millwall in consecutive 
years in the Autoglass Shield Area Final. 

“That upset me. It’s something I long to 
see and it would be great for our support¬ 
ers.” 

Whalley’s retirement last month brought 
down the curtain on 27 years as a full-time 
employee in which he also served as chief 
executive and secretary. 

But one job the 66-year-old will never 
walk away from is that of fan. He freely 
admits he’s been a Saddlers diehard since 
being taken to his first game - a 1-1 draw 
with Millwall - at the age of eight by his 
grandfather. 

He’s seen the club rise to the second tier 
of the English game and sink as low as the 
fourth, move to a brand-new stadium and 
survive financial disaster more than once. 

While Whalley names the 2001 play-off 
win as the best moment from his time

working at the club, for his greatest memory 
as a fan you have to go much further back. 
To April 1961, when a 14-year-old Whalley 
joined hordes of Saddlers fans on a journey 
to Shrewsbury for a crucial Third Division 
game which resulted in a 2-1 win and promo¬ 
tion. 

“That’s my greatest day,” he says, “the 
one I really cherish. 

“We needed to win and QPR to lose to go 
up. Both happened and there were 10,000 
Walsall fans at Gay Meadow. There were 
loads outside on the railway embankment.” 

January 1975 was another memorable 
month, as a Saddlers team which included 
outgoing community director and goalkeep¬ 
ing coach Mick Kearns recorded FA Cup 
wins over Manchester United and Newcas¬ 


tle in the space of three weeks. With the 
highs must come lows and Whalley has seen 
his fair share. The 1963 last-day relegation 
at Charlton “knocked him about”. 

But the biggest low was the Saddlers team 
which contained high-profile names like 
Paul Merson and Vinny Samways getting 
relegated from the Championship in 2004. 

Talented 

“Every time we have been relegated has 
been bad but that one that really sticks in 
the mind. I felt we had the most talented 
squad we have ever had,” says Whalley. 

“We should never have been relegated 
with players like Paul Merson and Vinny 
Samways in the side. I felt they let us down 
big-time and that season knocked us around

a lot as a club. ” That failure ended the club’s 
three-year stay in English football’s second 
tier and they have never returned. 

A further relegation to League Two fol¬ 
lowed two years later but the Saddlers 
bounced straight back and are arguably 
enjoying their best time on the pitch since 
those heady days of the early 2000s. 

In Dean Smith, Whalley believes the Sad¬ 
dlers have the perfect manager to guide 
them back to the second tier. 

He said: “I love the fact he started his 
career here. He was our youngest-ever 
captain, he has a feel for the club and I like 
that. 

“As manager he has been outstanding. I 
think we can be cautiously optimistic about 
the future.”

Season ticket sales, although 
they now top 10,000, are down to a 
low not experienced since Sir Jack’s 
early days at the helm when Molineux

Perton-born Cutler’s 
appointment had been 
anticipated since Scun¬ 
thorpe boss Brian Laws last 
month announced he would 
be leaving the Iron and 
moving to the Saddlers. 

After leaving Villain 2001, 
Cutler enjoyed successful 
playing spells at Stoke City 
and Swansea City. 

But a chronic back injury 
forced him to retire aged just 
30 and he moved into coach¬ 
ing, first with Bury before 
later moving to Scunthorpe.

Cutler said he was 
delighted to have finally 
sealed the move back to the 
Midlands. He said: “I have 
had a good, long chat with 
Dean Smith and I am happy 
to be joining a club that is 
going places. 

“Dean is a top young 
manager and Richard 
O’Kelly is a great coach, so I 
can only learn from them. 

“I am always striving to 
improve and get better; I’m 
young and hungry and have 
lots of ideas.” 

Cutler said he wants to 
develop a ‘conveyer belt’ of 
top young keepers at the 
club. 

He said: “It’s about time 
Walsall started producing 
young keepers. 

“If you’ve got a keeper 
ready to step up it saves 
searching around the league 
for one from another club.” 

The Saddlers are cur¬ 
rently hunting a senior goal¬ 
keeper but whoever comes 
in can expect to work in a 
strict regime under highly- 
motivated Cutler. 

“I like my goalkeepers to 
be first in and last out,” he 
added. 

“They have to be hard 
working and motivated, I 
will be the one getting on 
their backs. It’s so impor¬ 
tant a keeper is organised.”
